VAN  ANDEN  FAMILY 


In  colonial  days  little  consistency  prevailed  in  the  spelling  of  surnames.  Many 
individuals  were  unable  to  write  and  clerks ,  dominies  and  others  spelled  names  phoneti¬ 
cally.  Thus,  we  find  the  surname  Van  Anden,  supposedly  derived  from  the  town  of  Andel, 
Province  of  Groningen,  Holland,  appearing  as  Vananden,  Van  Ander,  Van  Andert,  Van  Endert, 
Van  Ender,  Van  Ende,  Van  Endien,  etc. 

William  S.  Coons,  in  his  Koon  and  Coons  Families,  actually  lists  75  variations  in 
spelling,  found  in  original  records,  of  that  surname.  In  many  instances  we  find  an 
individual  himself  spelling  his  name  in  different  ways.  The  compiler  has  seen,  in  the 
Surrogated  Court  of  New  York  City,  the  official  transcript  of  the  1783  will  of  Johannes 
Petrie  wherein  the  surname  is  shown  in  five  variations! 

The  progenitor  of  the  Van  Anden  line  in  America  of  which  we  have  the  most  complete 
data  is  Aaron  Van  Anden,  No.  1  below. 

1ST  GENERATION.  NO.  1 

1.  Aaron  Van  Anden,  b.  Holland  about  1712,  d.  (where?)  1792.  The  identity  of  Aaron1 s 
wife  is  unknown,  and  we  have  no  reason  to  think  that  either  ever  came  to  America. 
Known  children,  according  to  (B)  -  3,  Nos.  2-4. 

2ND  GENERATION .  NOS.  2-9  j* 

Known  ch.  of  Aaron  (1)  Van  Anden  -  3,  Nos.  2-4: 

2.  Paul  Van  Anden,  b.  1  Jan.  1736,  d.  1$09  (B) ,  m.  Sarah  Hagerman  (Hagarman,  Hagaman, 
Hegerman,  Hegeman,  etc.)  born,  according  to  (B)  17  Dec.  1784  (sic).  Presumably 
1734 ,  or  more  probably  1744 >  was  intended.  She  d.  1803  (B) .  The  identity  of  her 
parents  is  desired.  Anyone  having  data  bearing  on  it  is  requested  to  correspond 
with  the  compiler. 

Paul  was  an  Ensign,  4th  Regiment,  Dutchess  County  Militia  (NYR:245);  Ensign  and 
Lieut,  in  Capt.  James  Tellerd  Co.,  Col.  Morris*  Regiment  of  Foot  (D.A.R.  Lineage 
Book,  Vol.  69:  324);  and  his  descendants  qualify  for  D.A.R.  or  S.A.R.  membership  on 
the  basis  of  his  service. 

He  was  appointed  6  Apr.  1773  as  Path  Master,  Charlotte  Precinct,  from  nTower 
Hill  Rode  to  end  of  Filken  town  lot”;  ’’1st  Tuesday  in  April,  Anno  Domini  1777," 
Overseer  of  District  No.  7;  one  of  four  Constables  in  1778,  and  one  of  five  Con¬ 
stables  in  1782  and  1783  (CEP).  His  farm  was  on  the  Hyde  Park  Road  (North  Road) 
near  Poughkeepsie,  at  the  intersection  of  the  road  leading  to  the  Poughkeepsie  Water 
Works.  It  was  a  part  of  Great  Nine  Partners  water  lot  No.  6. 

Paul  was  nresumably  b.  in  Holland,  for  the  26  Oct.  1911  -  70th  Anniversary  Issue 
of  the  Brooklyn  Eagle  states  that  the  grandfather  of  Isaac  (33)  Van  Anden  was  a 
native  of  Holland,  and  Kings  County  (N.Y.)  History  confirms  that  statement. 

Paul  (2)  and  Sarah  (Hagerman)  Van  Anden  had  11  ch.  (B),  Nos.  10-19A. 

3.  John,  b.  1738  (B),  but  b.  1744  according  to  his  death  record:  d.  3  July  1838  ae:  94 
(NHP:294).  He  m.  bef.  1769  Sarah  Van  Wagenen,  dau.  of  Nicholas  Van  Wagenen  of 
Charlotte  Precinct,  who  mentioned  her  as  wife  of  John  in  his  will  of  that  date. 

Sarah  d.  1  Feb.  1814  ae:  74  (b.  1740)  (NHP: 299) .  Since  John  was  presumably  her 
elder,  the  1738  birth  date  appears  more  probable.  If  that  were  true,  however,  he 
would  have  been  aged  100  at  his  death. 

John  was  appointed  Overseer  of  Paths,  1st  Tuesday  in  April  1778  (CEP).  He  and 
Sarah  had  2  known  ch. ,  Nos.  20-21,  and  since  the  1790  Census  shows  for  John  of 
Clinton  Town  only  2  males  over  16  (John  and  son  Nicholas),  1  male  under  16  (son 
Aaron),  and  1  female  (wife  Sarah),  we  may  reasonably  assume  that  no  other  ch.,  if 
any,  survived  at  1790. 

Sarah  Van  Wagenen  was  the  dau.  of  Nicholas  Van  Wagenen,  bp.  N.Y.  5  Apr.  1713, 
who  m.  at  Poughkeepsie  6  Sept.  1735  Hester  de  Graff,  dau.  of  Jan  de  Graff  and  his 
wife  Marytje  Pekok;  granddau.  of  Evart  Van  Wagenen,  b.  12  Apr.  1681,  who  m.  Hille- 
gond  Van  Heyningen,  bp.  N.Y.  14  Nov.  1686,  dau.  of  Claes  Jansen  Van  Heyningen  and 
Janneken  Kiersen;  great  gr.  dau.  of  Jacob  Aertsen  (which  means  Jacob,  son  of  Aert  - 
no  surname),  b.  14  Feb.  1652/3,  who  m.  25  Feb.  1677  Sarah  Pels,  b.  3  July  1659,  dau. 
of  Evert  Pels  and  Jannetje  Symens;  and  gt.  gt.  gr.  dau.  of  Aert  Jacobsen  (Aert,  son 
of  Jacob  -  no  surname)  and  his  wife  Annetje  Gerrits. 

Ch.  of  John  and  Sarah  (Van  Wagenen)  Van  Anden  -  2,  Nos.  20-21. 

4.  Hester,  b.  abt.  1840.  A  marriage  license  was  issued  to  her  (as  Esther)  and  John^ 
Storm  11  Apr.  1761  (M.B.IV:147)  and  their  dau.  Susanna  was  bp.  1  July  1768. 

John^  Storm  was  b.  1737,  son  of  Dirk-'  Storm,  bp.  Brooklyn  1695,  who  m. 

Berenicke  Montrcss,  dau.  of  Pierre  Montross  and  his  wife  Margaret  David;  grandson  of 
Gregorius2  Storm,  b.  1656,  d.  1711,  who  m,  1690  Engeltje  Van  Dyck  of  Utrecht,  dau. 
of  Thomas  Van  Dyck;  gt.  grandson  of  Dirck1  Storm,  b.  Leyden  1630,  d.  Brooklyn  abt. 
1703,  m.  13  May  1655  in  Church  of  St.  Gertrude  at  Hertogenbosch ,  Maria  Van 
Montfoort,  dau.  of  Pieter  Van  Montfoort  of  Delft  and  Leyden,  and  left  Amsterdam  31 
Aug.  1662  in  the  ship  The  Fox,  with  wife  and  3  ch. ,  for  New  Netherland;  gt.  gt,  gr. 
son  of  DirckA  Storm,  b.  1599,  City  Clerk  at  Leyden,  who  m.  7  Aug.  1625  Aeltje 


(Alida)  Van  Cortenbosch,  dau.  of  Arnold  Van  Cortenbosch;  and  gt.  gt.  gt.  gr.  son  of 
Ewout®  Storm,  a  lawyer  at  the  Court  of  Justice  of  Holland,  Zealand,  and  West 
Friesland,  who  m.  at  Leyden  18  Jan.  1595  Eva,  dau.  of  Laurens  van  Swaenswyck  and 
Anna  Dircks  Visser  (Boston  Evening  Transcript,  9/30,  10/9,  and  11/27/29).

10.  Hannah,  b.  7  Mar.  1764,  d.  ''Obsego”  Co.  1804,  m.  Joseph  Warde  (B). 

11.  Sarah  (Sally),  b.  15  June  1766,  d.  Dutchess  Co.  1802,  m.  Benona  Kip  (B). 

12.  Jane,  b.  25  Aug.  1768,  d.  Dutchess  Co.  1804,  m.  Barnard  Gay  (B). 

13.  Joseph,  b.  25  Oct.  1770  or  8  Sept.  1770  (b) ,  bp.  Dutch  Church,  Poughkeepsie. 3  Feb. 
1771  (parents  shown  as  Paules  Vanenden  and  Vera  Hegeman).  He  was  an  employee  of  the 
North  West  Fur  Co.  and  d,  unm.  1800. 

14.  Abraham  (frequently  referred  to  as  Abram),  b.  3  Dec.  1772,  d.  3  Oct.  1830  (PT-PJ- 
PRC-B) ;  m.  Mary  (Polly)  Lawless,  b.  22  Aug.  1781,  d.  4  Aug.  1873  (PRC),  dau.  of 
John  Lawless  (see  Supplement  B) .  Abraham  x?as  a  farmer,  and  had  7  ch. ,  Nos.  30-36. 

15.  Maria,  b.  7  Apr.  1775,  m.  -  Scriber  (B), 

16.  John,  b.  30  Dec.  1776.  Bible  entry  (b):  ’’Went  to  sea  during  the  last  war  and  has 

not  been  heard  from  since.”  Did  he  m.  and  have  ch.? 

17.  Aaron,  b.  6  Oct.  1779  (B) ,  d.  21  Dec.  1843  ae:  64  y.  2  m.  15  d.  (UCT) ,  m.  Frances 
(Fanny)  Yelverton,  who  d.  23  Nov.  1869  ae:  86  y.  9  d.  (UCT)  (b.  abt.  14  Nov.  1783); 
both  bur,  Houghtaling  Cemetery,  Kingston.  The  parentage  of  Frances  is  sought  by  the 
compiler.  Any  relevant  data  will  be  appreciated.  Ch.  -  4,  Nos.  50-53. 

18.  Jacob,  b.  26  Mar.  1782  (B) ,  d.  N.Y.C.  22  Oct.  1817  ae:  35  (FVP) ;  m.  Sarah  (Sally) 

Ostrum  (Ostrom,  etc.),  who  d.  16  Aug.  1862  ae:  78  y.  4  m.  12  d.  (b.  1784)  (PVP). 

Her  obituary  notice  (EP)  shows  her  as  having  a  son-in-law  Charles  Hunter.  They  were 
dismissed  from  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  Pleasant  Valley  1  Jan.  1810  upon  transfer 
to  an  unnamed  church  (PVP:  123-4).  This  was  presumably  the  Brick  Presbyterian 
Church,  N.Y.C. ,  for  Jacob  d.  1817  in  N.Y.C.  and  his  widow  Sarah  (listed  variously  as 
Van  Andent,  Audent,  Audin)  is  shown  as  a  member  in  1820  and  1828,  and  as  having  d. 
Oct,  1862,  doubtless  the  date  of  recording  in  the  church  records.  Her  residence  was 
given  in  1828  as  39  Essex  Street  (BPC).  Jacob  and  Sarah  had  4  known  ch. ,  Nos. 60-63. 

19#  Barrett,  b.  10  Mar.  1785,  d.  "Schabicoke”  1841  (B).  He  was  m.  but  name  of  wife 

(.and  ch.  ,  if  any),  not  known. 

19A.  Stephen,  b.  16  Sept.  1787,  m.  (1)  6  Jan.  1812  Elizabeth  (Eliza,  Betsy)  Gilbert,  b. 

23  June  1791,  d.  18  Aug.  1816  (B) ,  dau.  of  Moses  and  Sarah  (White)  Gilbert  (D.A.R. 
Record) ;  ch.  2  -  Nos.  80-81.  Stephen  m.  (2)  15  June  1817  Nancy  Gilbert  (B) ,  whose 
relationship  to  Betsy,  if  any,  is  unknown.  Ch.  by  Nancy  -  3,  Nos.  82-84. 

Known  ch.  of  John  (3)  Van  Anden  and  Sarah  Van  Wagenen  -  2,  Nos,  20-21: 

20.  Nicholas,  m.  13  Apr.  1803  at  Christ  Church,  Poughkeepsie  to  Mary  Barnes,  who  d.  15 

oept.  1857  ae;  81  y.  2  m.  24  d,  (b.  1776)  (NHP:297).  Since  the  1790  Census  shows 

2  males  over  16  in  this  household,  and  Aaron  (21)  was  then  ae:  14  (b.1776) ,  Nicholas 
must  have  been  b.  bef.  1774,  which  seems  probable  since  his  wife  was  b.  1776.  If 
the  usual  Dutch  custom  of  naming  sons  had  been  observed,  however,  the  1st  son  should 
have  been  named  Aaron,  after  its  paternal  grandfather,  and  the  2nd  son  Nicholas, 
after  its  maternal  grandfather.  Paul  (2)  definitely  did  not  observe  this  custom, 
however,  and  his  brother  John  appears  to  have  reversed  the  usual  order. 

Nicholas’  $300  estate  was  administered  26  Oct.  1821  by  William  Barnes;  papers 
signed  by  Aaron  Van  Anden,  Mary  Barnes,  William  Barnes,  and  David  Barnes/  Papers 
appear  to  be  missing  from  this  Box  975.  Known  ch.  6,  Nos.  90-95. 

21.  Aaron,  d.  18  Sept.  1848  ae;  72  y.  5  m.  25  d.  (b.  1776)  (NHP:289);  bur.  New  Hamburgh, 
N.Y.  Presbyterian  Church  Cemetery.  He  m.  Hester  Vail,  who  d.  13  Sept.  1862  ae:  82  y. 

3  m.  22  d,  (b,  1780)  (NHP:292j,  dau.  of  Jesse  Vail,  b.  1748,  and  his  wife  Elizabeth 
Buckhout  or  Brockhurst.  Jesse  was  the  son  of  Joseph  Vail,  b.  1719,  and  his  wife 
Rachel  Miller,  of  Fishkill  (Vail  Mss  by  Alfred  Vail  of  Morristown,  N.J.). 

Aaron's  will,  dated  18  Aug.  1843,  probated  13  Nov.  1848,  names  among  others  his 
wife  Hester,  who  is  to  receive  the  interest  on  $3,000  set  aside  for  that  purpose 
(Box  4134).  Son  Daniel  (doubtless  eldest  surviving  son),  named  Executor,  to  re¬ 
ceive  ^$ 200  one  year  after  Testator's  death.  Appraisal  of  the  estate  included  such 
charming  items  as  3  red  cows  ($70);  1  fine  black  cow  ($25);  2  horse  sleds  ($4)*  1 
bay  horse  and  colt  ($65);  1  Buffalo  skin  ($.25);  1  strawtick  ($.50)  and  1  feather 
($4)  bed;  l”gunn"  ($2. 50) ;  etc. 

Aaron  was  mentioned  in  the  30  Dec,  1819  will  of  Jesse  Vail  of  Fishkill.  orohated 
3  June  1823,  as  the  husband  of  Testator's  dau.  Hester.  P

Ch.  of  Abraham  (Abram)  Van  Anden  (14)  and  Mary  Lawless  -  7,  Nos.  30-36: 

30.  Joseph,  b.  28  Mar.  1802;  d.  2  Dec.  1876  (PRC);  m.  Maria  Marshall,  b.  13  Oct.  1815 
d.  2  July  1901  (PRC).  Joseph  was  a  master  craftsman  at  inlaid  woodwork.  Maria' s’ 
will  (Box  18523  and  Wills  15:528;  Proof  5:138;  Test.  27:223)  left  an  inlaid  album 
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to  Mary  A.  Gifford;  an  inlaid  looking  glass  to  William  Van  Anden  (No. 35);  an  in¬ 
laid  ,lattazanto  William  Hester  (son  of  Jane,  No.  32);  an  inlaid  center  table  to 
Susan  Swift  (No.  36);  an  inlaid  hat  stand  to  George  Rugas;  and  other  bequests  to 
Joseph  E.,  Martha,  Sarah,  and  Josephine  Gifford,  and  to  Mary  P,  Rugas,  doubtless 
her  relations  on  the  Marshall  side.  The  estate  was  valued  at  $1,364.14  "  the  in¬ 
laid  items  no  doubt  having  been  the  handiwork  of  her  husband.  Joseph  and  Maria 
apparently  had  no  ch. 

31.  Esther,  b.  15  Sept.  1803;  d.  unm.  27  Nov.  1822  (PRC). 

32.  Jane,  b.  22  May  1809;  d.  1  July  1898  (PRC);  m.  Samuel  W.  Hester,  b.  3  Aug.  1813;  d. 

18  Mar.  1890  (PRC) .  Samuel  went  from  Esopus  to  Rhine beck  as  a  lad,  and  to  Pough¬ 
keepsie  bef.  his  m.  He  was  a  carpenter  and  erected  the  Old  Dutch  Reformed  Church 
after  the  1857  fire  (CBR:467).  Employed  by  the  Brooklyn  Eagle  for  7  years  and  rem. 

to  Kingston  in  1870.  Samuel  and  Jane  had  3  ch.  (Hester): 

1.  Col.  William  Hester,  b.  Poughkeepsie  7  Dec.  1835;  d.  9  June  1921;  m. 
Theodosia  Ward.  He  was  President  of  the  Brooklyn  Eagle  in  1875  >  and  had  2 
ch.;  1.  Carrie  Hester,  who  m,  George  E.  Ide;  and  2.  William  Van  Anden 
Hester,  a  President  of  the  Brooklyn  Eagle,  b.  Brooklyn  1  Dec.  1858,  who  m. 
28  Apr.  1896  Ada  Louisa  Gibbs.  Their  son,  William  Van  Anden  Hester,  Jr., 
resides  at  Glen  Cove,  L.I.,  N.Y.  (BE  -  Who’s  Who  in  America,  1922-3). 

2.  Mary  Van  Anden  Hester  (D.A.R.  No.  68903),  d.  4  Mar.  1913;  m.  Charles  M. 
O’Neil;  bur.  Wiltwyck  Rural  Cemetery,  Kingston.  They  had  4  ch.:  1.  Susan 
Swift  O’Neil,  who  m.  William  Brigham  and  had  a  dau.  Mary  Hester  Brigham,  b. 
1891,  who  m.  -  -  -  -  Williams;  2.  Anna  Laura  O’Neil;  3.  Cora  M.  O’Neil; 
and  4.  Charles  H.  O’Neil  (CBR;467-BE) . 

3.  Col.  Charles  V.  Hester  of  Kingston,  whose  dau.  Natalie  Hester  m.  -  - 

Cleveland. 

33.  Isaac,  b.  Poughkeepsie  12  Dec.  1812  (twin  of  Jacob-34?);  d.  unm.  4  Aug.  1875  at 
Poughkeepsie  (PRC-BE).  He  moved  to  Brooklyn  in  1836  where  he  founded  the  Brooklyn 
Daily  Eagle  (now  the  Brooklyn  Eagle)  in  1841;  Police  Commissioner  of  Brooklyn  in 
1870  and  a  member  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church.  One  of  the  most  respected  and  in¬ 
fluential  citizens  of  Brooklyn,  and  a  strong  supporter  of  the  movement  resulting  in 
construction  of  the  Brooklyn  Bridge  (BE), 

34.  Jacob  (twin  brother  of  Isaac-33?).  His  gravestone,  close  to  Isaac’s  (PRC),  bears 
no  dates.  Did  he  m.  and  have  ch.?  Or  die  young?  He  is  not  shorn  as  a  survivor  in 
Isaac’s  (33)  obituary  (BE). 

35.  William  A.,  b.  20  Apr.  1815,  d.  21  May  1892  (PRC) ;  will  dated  14  Feb.  1887,  proved 
14  June  1892,  calls  him  formerly  of  Poughkeepsie,  latterly  at  967  Madison  Avenue, 

New  York  City,  and  mentions  wife  Maria  Jane,  sister  Mrs,  Susan  Swift  of  Brooklyn, 
son  William  M. ,  and  latter’s  aunt  Miss  Roletta  (?)  Martin  (Liber  479:102),  presuma¬ 
bly  sister  of  his  first  wife.  He  m,  (1)  16  Apr.  1837  Matilda  Ann  Martin  (PT)  ,  b. 

16  Oct.  1819;  d.  1  Oct.  1874  (PRC);  m.  (2)  Maria  Jane  Seager,  d.  Aug.  1918,  dau.  of 
Jacob  and  Maria  Seager  and  sister  of  Mrs.  Emma  L.  Town  (BE).  (PE)  7  Aug.  1871: 
"William  Van  Anden  is  in  town.  He  returned  from  Europe  in  the  ’China’  on  Tuesday. 

He  looks  splendid.”  William  was  listed  as  an  Artist,  ae:  48,  in  the  1865  Census. 

Ch.  (by  Matilda),  2,  Nos.  130-131. 

36.  Susan  Sarah,  b.  Poughkeepsie  15  May  1818;  d.  29  June  1909  (PRC);  m.  May  1856  as  his 
2nd  wife  Henry  Swift  (PVP) ,  a  lawyer  of  Dutchess  County  who  d.  5  Nov.  1866  ae:  82 
(b.  1784) (PVP).  No  ch.  After  Henry’s  d.  Susan  lived  in  Brooklyn  with  her  brother 
Isaac  (33).  She  was  a  member  of  Church  of  the  Pilgrims;  bur.  Poughkeepsie  Rural 
Cem.  (BE).  Henry  Swift’s  1st  wife  was  a  Warner.  They  were  the  parents  of  the  2nd 
Mayor  of  Poughkeepsie  and  the  grandparents  of  Charles  W.  Swift,  Miss  Elma  Swift,  and 
Mrs.  Edward  S.  Atwater  (from  an  obituary  notice  of  the  death  of  Susan  (Van  Anden) 
Swift) . 

Ch.  of  Aaron  Van  Anden  (17)  and  Frances  Yelverton  -  4,  Nos.  50-53:

51.  Elizabeth  (Eliza),  b.  Kingston  5  July  1813;  d.  Brooklyn  24  Dec.  1906  ae:  94-  m. 
Josiah  Fairchild,  who  d.  2  May  1881;  no  ch.  Her  obituary  reads,  in  part,  ’’She # was 
the  daughter  of  Aaron  Van  Anden  and  Frances  Yelverton  and  a  member  of  an  old  New 
York  family.  Before  coming  to  Brooklyn  deceased  had  lived  for  twenty-five  years  at 
Newark,  N.J,  She  was  a  very  active  woman  despite  her  great  age,  a  great  reader  and 

-  a  constant  worker ^with  the  needle.  She  is  survived  by  three  nieces  and  a  nephew.” 

52.  Charles,  of  the  firm  of  Van  Anden  and  Voorhis,  Kingston,  was  m.  in  New  York  21  Sept

53.  Julia  A.,  d.  Newark,  N.J.  17  Mar.  1887  ae:  71  (b.  1816);  m.  Charles  Parkhurst  b!

Paulus  (Paul)  Van  Enden  of  Bushwick  (Brooklyn)*  His  will,  written  in  Dutch,  may 
be  seen  in  the  N.Y*C*  Surrogates  Court, (Liber  13,  p#  80)*  The  will,  dated  17  Jan* 
1730,  probated  25  Apr*  1737,  mentions  wife  Jannetjein  (Janet)  and  the  following  6  ch.: 
1*  Catryna  (Catherine)*  From  the  reference  to  his  brother-in-law  in  the  will  of 
Hendrick  (below),  Catherine  presumably  m*  Gabriel  Duryea* 

2.  Hendrick  (Henry),  q*v*  below*

4.  Jacob,  Executor,  with  his  mother,  of  his  father fs  will.

Note:  Dutchess  County  Tax  Lists  show  an  Adrian  Van  Enden  as  taxed  1743-1748,  and 
Fernow!s  Calendar  of  Wills  show  an  Adrian  Van  Enden  as  witness  to  the  testament  of 
Simon  Flagler  of  Charlotte  Precinct,  Dutchess  County,  29  Nov.  1774*  The  compiler 
assumes  these  Adrians  to  be  identical  with  the  Adrian  (No. 3)  above. 

Hendrick,  son  of  Paul  and  Janet  Van  Enden,  made  will  dated  Bushwick  8  Jan.  1750, 
proved  2  Mar.  1750  (Liber  17,  p.  324).  He  refers  to  himself  as  Hendrick  Van  Ende 
and  names  wife  Autie  Colyer,  dau.  of  Johannes  (John);  brothers-in-law  Jacobus  (Jacob) 
Colyer  and  Gabriel  Duryea;  brother  Abraham;  and  the  following  ch.  (all  minors): 

1.  Hendrick,  Jr. 

2.  Jaintee.  Since  she  was  a  minor  in  1750  she  may  be  the  Jane  Van  Anden  (we  have 
no  record  of  any  other  Jane  at  this  early  date)  who,  with  Jaen  Vandervoort,  took 
out  a  marriage  license  18  Apr.  1761  (MoB*  Vol.IV:  159).

The  compiler  assumes  Van  Enden  to  be  equivalent  to  Van  Anden  in  the  early  records- 
note  that  Paul  Van  Anden  (#2)  is  referred  to  as  Paulus  Vanenden  at  the  1770  bapt, 
of  his  son  Joseph  (13). 

Was  Paul  Van  Enden  of  Brooklyn  an  older  brother  or,  perhaps  uncle,  of  Aaron(l)  Van 
Anden  of  Holland?  A  number  of  indications  of  some  such  relationship  may  be  shown. 

The  given  names  Paul,  Abraham  and  Jacob  occur  in  each  family.  Adrian,  of  the  Brook¬ 
lyn  family,  removed  to  Charlotte  Precinct,  Dutchess  County.  At  least  4  ch.  of  Abra¬ 
ham  (14)  of  the  Dutchess  County  family,  and  Lucinda  (50),  removed  to  Brooklyn.  The 
compiler  will  be  grateful  for  any  data  pertaining  to  the  Brooklyn  family  as  well  as 
the  Dutchess  County  family. 

Perhaps  both  Paulus  and  Aaron  were  related  to  Bastiaen  van  den  Ende,  who  m.  at 
Utrecht, Holland  29  May  1677  Sophia  van  Courtlandt.  The  name  Bastiaen  (Sebastian), 
however,  is  not  found  in  any  records  of  the  American  family. 

Old  Dirck’s  Book  (and  the  Delamater  Genealogy)  record  the  m.  of  a  Catherine  Van  Enden 
to  John^  Storm,  son  of  Thomas^  Storm, who  was  b.  Philipsburg  1697,  d.  Tarrytown  28 
Dec.  1769,  who  m.  1714  his  1st  wife  Christina  Van  Wert,  dau.  of  Gerrit  Van  Wert  and 
Catharina  Conklin;  and  grandson  of  Gregorius2  Storm  (see  Hester  Van  Anden  (4)  for  his 
ancestry)  and  his  wife  Engeltje  Van  Dyck.  John4  Storm  and  Catherine  Van  Enden  had  10 
ch.  (Storm):  Maria  Elizabeth, Susanna, Abraham, Elizabeth, Agnes,  John,  James, Engeltje, 

Catharina  and  Anna. 

The  identity  of  this  Catherine  Van  Enden  is  not  established.  If  she  was  the  dau.  of 
Paulus  and  Jannetjein,  the  contributor’s  inference  with  respect  to  Duryea  is  in¬ 
correct.  Gabriel  Duryea  might,  of  course,  have  been  a  brother-in-law  of  Hendrick’s 
wife  Autie  Colyer.

There  is  a  family  tradition  that  he  was  b.  in  North  Ireland,  son  of  a  Sir  John  Law¬ 
less,  and  came  to  Dutchess  County  by  way  of  Westchester  County,  but  that  tradition 
is  unsupported  by  any  known  evidence# 

Books  on  nomenclature  state  that  the  names  Lawless  and  Crook  are  equivalent.  It  is 
true  that  property  owned  by  John  Lawless  in  Charlotte  Precinct  and  in  the  town  of 
Clinton  was  part  of  the  Crook  family  water  lot  79  of  Great  Nine  Partners#  The  name 
Lawless  does  not  appear  as  such  in  conveyances  until  1801. 

In  one  deed  in  the  Dutchess  County  Clerk’s  Office,  John  Lawless  wrote  his  name  as 
John  Johnson, 

Records  have  been  found  of  a  Joseph  Barnes  who  m.  a  Sarah  Butts,  and  of  a  Mary  Buttes 
who  m.  a  John  Bullis.  The  last  mentioned  couple  are  perhaps  the  grandparents  of  Mary 
Lawless,  wife  of  Abraham  Van  Anden.  Quite  possibly  John  Lawless  had  2  wives:  (l) 
Mary  (Butts  or  Bullis— could  she  have  been  the  widow  of  John  Bullis?);  and  (2)  Sarah 
Barnes.

The  relationship  of  this  group  of  Martins,  if  any,  to  Matilda  Ann  Martin,  1st  wife 
of  William  A.  Van  Anden  (35),  and  to  Roletta  Martin,  mentioned  in  his  will,  is  un¬ 
known  to  the  compiler.
